THE CONDUIT BUGBEAR.

The ordinance embodying the contract with
the Pardee Electric Light company and the
bond filed by that company were referred
nt the last council meeting to the commit-
tees on Judlelary and telegraph and tele-
phone, Why they should have been s0 re-
ferred instead of going to the committee on
gas and electric lights may be readily un-
derstond, Hasgeall s chalrman of the ju-
diclary committee and six of the ten mem-
bers of the two committees followed the
lead of Hascall and voted to abolish the of-
fice of city electrician at the same meeting.

That the jolot comnilttee has no intention
of recommending the ratification of the con-
tract by which the electrie lghting monop-
oly would be smashed Is now a foregone con-
clusion. As a pretext for the adverse re-
port which {8 belng concocted at the In-
stance of Manager Wiley the condult bug-
bear has been revamped and put upon the
boards., We are told that 1n the opinion of
some members of the committee who have
read the Pardes ordinance as at present
worded there I8 danger that its provislons
would be construed into a subway franchise,
Now, the ordinance simply glves permission
to Pardee & Co. to construct, malntuin and
operate in, on, above, mlong, across and
upon the streets, alleys and public grounds
of the city of Omaba and all additions that
may horeafter be made therelo, malns, con-
ductors, poles, wires and lamps, with all
necessary appliances for the purposes of con-
dueting and applying of electricity for the
turnlshing of lght, heat and power,

Can anybody, by the most liberal construc-
tlon of the wording of this ordinance, per-
celve any grant of a right of way for under-
ground wiring, or much less a aubway? “In
the street" don't mean under the streot.
“On, above, along, across and upon streets
and alleys' certainly does not mean under
the streets and alleys, But even If the word-
Ing squints In the remotost degree In the dl-
rection of o subway, why cannot the counctl
insert a provision in the ordinancoe that noth-
ing therein contained shall be construed ok
conferring any right upon the company to
construct subways? Wouldn't that dispose of
the subway bugbear effectively?

But ussume,, If you please, that Pardee &
Co. do propose to construct a subway at some

time. Would that prevent the ity from eon-
structing Its own subways at any time "ny
more than the wcontract for lower-priced

lghts would prevent the city from building
and operating an electric lighting plant apd
dolng Its own lighting in the future?

Has not the city the right under the char-
ter to acquire any and all elestric llghll.ng
plants at thelr actual value whenever it may
desire to do 07 Would not that take In the
candilt as well as the plant if the city found
It of any vilue?

The condult bugbear will hardly be ne-
eepted ny an excuse for sldetracking and de-
feating electric hghting competition. Con-
eeding that the elty must sooner or later
make provisions for putting all wires under
ground in a condult constructed and con-
trolled by the city, there Is no excuse what-
ever for refusing a competing electrie lght-
Ing company the same rights to siring over-
head wires of which one compguy now enjoys
a monopoly. These privileges will all be re-
voked whensver the city bullds ita conduit
or decldes o mequire the elpotrie lighting
planis.

The oppoaition to competition can only be
rationally sscribed to the pernlclous influ-
ence which the electvic lighting monopoly
has wielded slnce Its advent In Omaha,

Investigntion may show that the object
of the British was merely to presorve the
nutonomy of the Mosquito territory, with-
out any thought of occupying It themselves,
which, of course, the United States would

not permit.  Bot there appears to be two
reasons why this government should take
#serlous notlce of the incldent, ons being

that it hns always insisted that the British
had absolutely lost all claims to a protec-
torate over the Mosquito country, and the
other that Blueflelds I8 only sixty miles
distant from the eastern terminus of t(he
Nicaraguan canal and occuples a position
of great strategic Importance toward that
project. For these reasons the Unlted
States cannot tolerate” any movement look-
Ing to the occupation of this territory by
the British, or even the exercise of an
authority there which would be in the na-
ture of a protectoraie, unless clearly war-
ranted by treaty, The request/ by the
senate for Information regarding this mat-
ter is therefore proper and timely. Of
oourse nothing more can arise out of it
than diplomatie correspondence, and even
this may be found unnecessary.

RECIPROCITY AND RETALIATION.

There was sent to the senate on Wednes-
day the correspondencs between this govern-
ment and the .governments of Colombin,
Venezueln and Haytl, relative to the re-
talintory proclamation sgainst those coun-
triea by the last administration, as author-
Ized In the reclprocity clause of the tariff
law of 1800, This correspondence {ncludes
a vigorous protest agalnst thalt actlon by
the Colomblan minister, one of whose ecom-
plaints is that the act of retallation violates
the treaty between the two countries, a
clalm, however, which It appears was not
regarded as wvalid by the Iate Secretary
Blaine,

Recent Washington dispatches state that
the admiplstration has been in some doubt
a8 to the best course to take regarding the
retaliatory proclamation of Its predecessor
and the reciproelty arrangements with the
southern countries. Certainly If the presi-
dent, as represented, régards the retaliatory
policy provided for in the exlsting tariff
law as an evil, he ought not to have so long
remained a party to that evil by allowing
the policy to be continued.” Thera {8 no
guestion as to his power to rescind it at
any time, The object of that policy Is well
understood. It was intended to give an
advantage to those countries which entered
Into  reciprocity arrangements with the
United States and were thorefore entitled
to conslieration te the exelusion of coun-
triea which were not disposed to enter
into such an arcangement. 1t was felt that
It would be essentinlly unjust to countries
glving us the benefits of trade reclprocity
to allow countries denying such benefits
equal favor in our markets, and the fairness
of this view will not ba questioned except
by those who repudiate the principle of ree-
iprocity.

However, there is no doubt.as to the fate
of this policy In Its entirety under the pres-
ent administration, The pending tariff bill
wipes out the reciproclty section of the Me-
Kinley aet and s a full and complete re-
pudiation of that policy, leaving no way by

which this country may require of
any other country concessions favor-
able to our trade or for preventing dis-
grimination agalnsat us, An the measure

left the house It contained provisions which
would have enabled us to demand some
concesslons in our Interest, but theso havo
boen eliminated by the  senate rovisers,
After this actlon It would scem that the
president need have no more doubt as to
what course he should pursue In regard to
the retallatory proclamation In order to sat-
Isfy his party, The repeal of the recl-
proeity clause of the McKinley act will not
necessurily terminate at once the existing
reciprocity arrangements, but any country
having such an arrangement with the United
States that may desire to terminate It will
undoubtedly be wvery promptly aceommo-
dated, and long befors the term of the pres-
ent administration ends the policy of recl-
procity will have beon abandoned.

The Inspection of new bulldings and the
restrictions which the elty ordinances now
place upon the structures erectod within the
fire Umita are a proper salegunrd against
fire-traps and man-traps, but the most de-
struotive fires and worst accldents to life
and limb by falllng walls during a fire, and
bulldings that have collapsed In a storm do
not oceur In new bulldings, What we
want Is not merely an Inspection of plans
and buildings in progpss of erection, but a
thorough Inspoctlon and overhanling of old
bulldings. This should include hotels, of-
fice buildings, theaters, factories, store
houses and tencement blocks within the fire
limits. The first _.ilmp In this directlon
should be taken by jthe eénactment of an
ordinance that \\'deﬂulre the building in-
spector to koep a ister of all bulldings,
old and new, within the fire limits, in which
the condition of each building shall be de-
seribed and all delﬁp}s in walls, chimneys,
heating and lightink plants noted. It should
also be made the duty of the Inspector to
direct the owners ol defective or dangerous
bulldings to make repairs, and he should be
cmpowered to enfored his orders by fines
and penalties, upon copviction In @ pollee
court. Incldentally, the bullding Inspoctor
ahould with the electrician In
anforcing the wiring regulations, By pur-
suing such a course the eouncil ean reduce
the fire risks very materially and help our
property owners and merchants to secure
lower Insurance rates.

This determinntion made necessary o final
conference the democratic senutors
having the bill In®eharge and  Presidont
Havemeyer and  Mr. Soarle of the Sugar
treant,  This consultution was held last night,
and 8t a late hour the represchitatives of the
Sugar trust departed for New York.
